35 U.S.C. §151 authorizes the acceptance of a delayed payment of the Issue Fee if the 
Issue Fee is submitted and the delay in payment has been shown to have been unavoidable. 
Applicants respectfully submit that the delay in payment of the Issue Fee was unavoidable. (See 
also MPEP §703(c) IILA.l.) 

Statement Showing Unavoidable Delay 

Applicant's representative's employee deposited the proper Issue Fee and Publication Fee 
with the United States Postal Service on August 18, 2003, which was the due date for timely 
payment. Unfortunately, insufficient postage (37 cents rather than 59 cents) was placed on the 
envelope and such error caused the Issue Fee and Publication Fee payment to be delayed. 

Applicant's representative has in place a business routine for determining the amount of 
postage necessary for mail and most errors are avoided using this procedure. For example, 
employees routinely use a postage meter to weigh the mail and automatically affix postage. 
Additionally, there are specific examples posted on the wall in the mailroom of the extra postage 
required for a particular package. The business routine also requires employees to enter the total 
amount of postage per package in a log. The following day, August 19, 2003, Applicant's 
representative's employee's supervisor reviewed the log entries in accordance with our business 
routine and discovered the error. The envelope containing the insufficient postage and the Issue 
Fee and Publication Fee was returned to us on August 20, 2003. 

The employee was sufficiently trained in the use of the postage meter and was aware that 
extra postage may be required for a particular package. Reliance on the employee represented an 
exercise in due care. Such error in the performance of this clerical function was unforeseen from 
a trustworthy and reliable employee. 

A copy of the original envelope evidencing that the Issue Fee and Publication Fee was 
deposited on August 18, 2003 and subsequently returned is enclosed (Exhibit A). A copy of the 
postcard is also enclosed (Exhibit B). 
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CONCLUSION 

The entire delay in paying the Issue Fee and Publication Fee from the due date of the 
Issue Fee and Publication Fee until the date of the present Petition therefore was unavoidable. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the late payment of the Issue Fee and 
Publication Fee be accepted and application be revived on the grounds of unavoidable delay.
